Float Logs Down Coast 


Great Rafts Are Sent From Oregon to 
San Francisco and San Diego 
via the Pacific 

Several times each yeur during the 
shipping season, says the Popular 
Mechanics Magazine, ocean going log: 
rafts as large as gomnie of the greatest 
intercontinental liners are towed 
down the Pacific coast from the lum- 
ber camps of Oregon into the harbors 
at San Francisco and San Diego.

There were metallic 
cartridges made by several American 
firms and all of these cartrilges went 
under for a‘long salt water bath, The 
“Grampus” was not a total loss, how- 
ever. In fact, it was possible only 
a few weeks ago to get into her hold 
and take up much of her cargo, The 
ammunition, for instance, while the 
wooden cases in which it was packed 
had been eaten away by ‘vorms dur- 
ing the nine months’ soaking, was 
brought into Port Aransas to be test- 
ed. The officials found that the Rem- 
ington cartridges, only, tired readily 
despite the action of the sea, and 
they will be repacked for use.

The Horse and the War 

The whole number of ‘horses requis- 
itioned in England, Scotland anq Ire- 
land ‘oh mobilizaticn for the Europ- 
ean war last summer was 134,000,.ac- 
cording to the British war office.

The chartered banks in the prairie 
provinces have jointly decided to 
send through the mails this spring 
one hundred thousand circular letters 
to farmers, urging them to do the | 
necessary work to presegrve the mois- | 
ture in the soil... This is a step which | 
has never before: been taken in the 
history of banking in this province, 
The message to farmers was prepared 
by the department of agriculture of 
Saskatchewan and it is intended as a 
last word to grain growers before 
they go on land in the spring. Pack- 
ages of these circulars, with the best | 
advice of experts in grain growing, 
will be sent to hundreds of branch, 
banks and from these branches copies 
will be mailed to thousands of cus- 
tomers. Copies of the circulars will 
also be posted in many public places 
in the towns where the banks have 
these branches. 

“There is no sentiment ifn this pro- 
posed action of the banks,” said a 
leading banker. “Many thousands of 
grain growers in the prairie provinces 
owe. money to the banks and we are 
naturally anxious that they should all 
be in a position to pay this next fall. 
The condition this spring will be veyr 
much better than it was last spring 
in the matter of moisture. If suffic- 
fent work is done by our grain grow- 
ers to preserve the moisture that is 
already in the ground, a failure of 
the crop of 1915 from drought would 
be impossible. We are therefore urg- 
ing the farmer to prevent eVapora 
tlon and preserve moisture.”

Being a boy of good havits I got all 
needed machinery and groceries of 
our home merchants on credit, until 
fall crops were sold. ‘Ihe first year 
was a wet season and I did not make 
enough to pay creditors. I went to 
each on date of promise and explained 
coniditions, paying as much as possible 
and they all carried the balance over 
another year. They continued to ac- 
commodate me until 1 was able to buy 


a forty-acre piece of my own. 

As soon as I owned these few acres 
the mail order houses began sending 
me catalogues, and gradually 1 began 
sending my loose change to them, let- 
ting my accounts stand in my home 
town where I had gotten my accom- 
modation when I needed it. 


‘We then had one of the thriftiest 
little villages in the State—good line 
of business in all the branches, mer 
chants who were willing to help an 
honest fellow over a bad year, and 
a town full of people who came twice 
a week to trade and visit. Our little
